THE 
DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION 
FIZZLE. 


T h ey F a il to N o m in a te a T ic k e t a n d 
A d jo u rn S in e D ie—A P o lit­ 
ic a l F ia sc o . 


The Democratic County Convention re­ 
convened in T urner H all at 10 a. m. yester­ 
day. The committee appointed the pre- 
ce ling evening to wait upon Senator Cox 
and inform him of his nom ination were 
not ready to report, and a recess was taken 
until 12 o’clock and the committee granted 
further time. 
During the tim e of recess there was a 
general discussion as to the split in the 
party. 
The “ Big T e n ” said Carey and 
H inkson wanted to hog the whole thing. 
Now they have got it, let us see w hat they 
will do with it. It was openly declared by 
the Big Ten that no "first-class” m an would 
dare take a nom ination at the hands of 
such a Convention, for it m eant certain 
defeat and everlasting political dam nation. 
The country delegates were sadly dem oral­ 
ized and disgusted, particularly so the 
Brighton delegation. M any were in favor 
of adjurning «"lie die and going home. 


FISHING FOR A CANDIDATE. 
Twelve o’clock came, and the Chairman 
was not present, neither was the committee 
who had been sent to wait upon Cox. 
It 
was reported that the committee had him 
cornered at the Capital Hotel, and that he 
was “ almost persuaded." 
One o'clock 
came, and still the delegates were on the 
anxious seat. At five m inutes past 1 the 
committee hove in sight, having in their 
charge the recalcitrant Senator. As soon 
as they entered the hall the Senator was 
marched to a front seat, and the word was 
passed around that he was “ still obsti­ 
nate;” that he still refused the nom ina­ 
tion. H e was immediately surrounded by 
the following well-known Democratic poli­ 
ticians, who insisted on his m aking the 
sacrifice: Chesterfield AVells, John Miller, 
Add. C. H inkson, Dr. Manlove, Charles 
Dederding, J. C. Kelly, Tom O'Neal, John 
1!. Taylor, Dr. lí. M. Morrison and R. A. 
(J. Goiirlio. Even the declaration of J. J. 
O’Connor, that if Cox would accept he 
would get his transfer from San Francisco 
and swell the Democratic m ajority in this 
county, was wasted upon the obdurate 
Senator. H e had fully "made up his m ind 
not to accept, and was inflexible in his de­ 
term ination not to take the position of 
standard-bearer to lead in a hopeless cause. 
H e knew what be was about, aud neither 
the plaintive appeals of the “ Little Six ’" 
nor the pathetic adjurations of the “ Big 
Ten 
had any effect upon him . 
After about twenty m inutes of this kind 
of circus, the Chairman called the Conven­ 
tion to order. 
The Committee on Senator Cox was 
called upon to report. 
Add C. H inkson, Chairman of the com­ 
mittee, said th at Senator Cox was present 
and could speak for himself. 
Mr. Cox was called to the stand, and 
greeted with three rousing cheers. 


THE SENATOR POSITIVELY DECLINES. 
He made a short speech, reviewing his 
political life and his 'reccri in the State 
Senate. 
1-'our years ago he was a sick man 
and forced into the fight as the standard- 
bearer of the Democracy of this county. 
H e had at that tim e accepted reluctantly, 
and only then at the earnest solicitation of 
certain very particular friends. 
H e made 
the light, and he placed the Democrats on 
top. H e went into the Senate a sick man, 
but was proud of bis record. 
H e treated 
both Democrats and Kepublicans right, 
and came out clean-handed. 
No higher 
compliment could be paid him than was 
now tendered, but there were things in 
his way of accepting it. 
H is private 
business 
would 
suffer 
thereby. 
and 
it 
would interfere w ith 
an 
intended 
trip for liis health. H e said there was 
some things in Ids private business affairs 
that precluded the possibility of his ac­ 
centing the nom ination. 
H e did not care 
to disclose those and did not think anyone 
bad a right to insist on further explanation. 
He had told everybody he would not ac­ 
cept. 
H e incant what he said, and would 
not under any circumstance go hack on his 
word. 
He was not afraid o f being sat 
down upon, but he cautioned the Dem­ 
ocracy against putting up a weak ticket. 
W hile they claimed to be Democrats, if 
was a well-known fact that no Democrat 
can be elected in the comity without the 
aid 
of 
Republican 
votes. 
H e 
was 
sure 
he 
could 
get the 
Republican 
support necessary. 
It 
was distressing 
to him to have to decline, but there was no 
other alternative. He had been in the har­ 
ness since lie was 1C years of ag e; he was 
now going to take a long-needed rest from 
business cares. He needed it physically, lie 
could afford it. he was entitled to it, and he 
was going to have it. 
Nominate some one 
else. There is Gil’is Doty, a good and true 
man, give it to him. 
[Cries of “ No ! no ! 
You are the man !"] 
Gentlemen, I posi­ 
tively decline. 
Mr. Cox then stepped down from the 
platform and walked out of the Conven­ 
tion. 
It is currently reported that if the 
"Ilig T e n ” had won at'tlie prim aries Mr. 
Cox would not have declined the nom ina­ 
tion with such pertinacity. He is a shrewd 
politician, and knows a good year from an 
off year. 
J. M. Henderson said he would like to 
have the candidates nom inated for the As­ 
sembly trutted out, and see if they mean 
business and are willing to stand by tiie 
platform and resolutions. 
Jam es G. Davis, candidate for the Assem­ 
bly from the N inteenth District, was loudly 
called for. He took the stand, deposited a 
$ñ gold piece with the Secretaiy, and wa3 
introduced to tiie Convention by the Chair­ 
man. 
SPEECH OF J. 6 . DAVIS. 
Mr. Davis sa id : 
Hr. Chairman and Gentlemen of this Con­ 
vention: This is som ething new for me, 
m aking a speech to a Convention. It is my 
first attempt. 
I w ant to do all the good I 
cau for the Democratic party. 
1 have al- 
wavs worked for the best interests of the 
party. 
I hate to see this discord in the 
ranks. 
I have told Democrats that I 
would stand in for this nom ination for the 
good of the party, and I will do so. I think 
we ought to get a good ticket and stand in. 
We are worse off now than we were two 
weeks ago. 1 am willing to do anything I 
can for the party. My business will suffer 
in consequence, but I promised last night 
to stand in, and I will have to do it.

SPEECH OF CHARLES DETERDINI*. 
Loud calls were made forCbarles Delerd- 
ing, candidate for the Assembly from the 
Twentieth District. 
W hen he appeared 
upon the platform he was introduced by 
the Chair as a Native Son of the Golden 
West, and oue who would call to his aid 
the intluenee of all the girls in the county. 
Mr. D elerdings a id ; 
Mr. Chairman, anil Gentlemen o f the Con­ 
vention: This is the first tim e I ever came 
before a Convention to m ake a speech. I 
was born and raised a Democrat. The time 
is growing short and every one is growing 
tired, I will say no more. 
H e paid his $5 and retired amidst ap­ 
plause. 
ANOTHER BOMBSHELL. 
There was load cries for Curtis, the candi­ 
date for the Assembly from the Eighteenth 
District. The Chairman rapped his gavel 
on the stand, called the Convention to or­ 
der, and rem arked that he had a very u n ­ 
pleasant duty to perform. He had received 
a note from Judge Curtis, which he was 
obliged at this tim e to read to the Conven­ 
tion. H e read as follows : 
, S acramento, September 29, I*S6. 
Dr. F. (: Durant, < hainnan Lmmoeraiie County 
Convention—Iíe a r S ir; The action of the Con­ 
vention on yesterday in nominating me for the 
Assembly was without my knowledge or con­ 
sent. 
Permit me to thank the Convention for the 
honor conferred, but I must respectfully but 
positively decline the nomination. I am, sir, 
your obedient servant, 
N. Gr e e n e Ccrtis. 
Charles R. Parsons moved that the nom i­ 
nation of an Assemblyman from the Eight­ 
eenth District he referred to th e City Con­ 
vention. 
J. M. Stephenson moved to amend by 
referring it to the delegates from the Eight­ 
eenth Assembly District. T beam endm ent 
was adopted. ’ 
This was a severe blow to the Conven­ 
tion. Despair was depicted on the counte­ 
nances of the demoralized Democracy. 


11 Dream after dream ensues, 
And still they dream that they shall still suc­ 
ceed, 
And still arc disappointed." 
This declination of the two Democratic 
war-horses fell like a pall over the entire 
assemblage. Many delegates withdrew, and 
those in the lobby aud galleries withdrew 
in disgust. 
Add. C. H inkson was not willing to per­ 
m it Senator Cox to withdraw from the can­ 
didacy. 
He had come before the Conven­ 
tion like a man and stated that his declina­ 
tion was un account of private business 
complications. 
It may transpire in the 
future that his objections will be removed. 
Cox was the unanim ous choice of the Con­ 
vention, and he was opposed to accepting 
bis resignation. [Cries of " T hat’s the busi­ 
ness,” " AVe'il make him stand in," etc.] 
Dr. Manlove said that no m an had a 
right to force Mr. Cox, or any other m an, 
into a position in which he objects to being 
placed. 
H e tells you his personal business 
wilt have to be sacrificed. 
If he could ac­ 
cept he would. 
We have no right to keep 
him on the ticket against his wishes. 
John Miller agreed with the rem arks of 
Dr. Manlove. Senator Cox had perem pto­ 
rily refused to be a candidate, and there­ 
fore the Convention could no longer have 
any claims upon him . 
He moved that Mr. 
Cox’s declination be received. The roll 
was called upon M iller's motion, w ith the 
following re su lt: Ayes, 57; noes, 73. 


NOBODY WANTS TO ME SHERIFF. 
The Chair announced th at the next thing 
in order was the nom ination of a candidate 
for Sheriff. 
After several m inutes’ wailing 
the Chair became im patient and said if the 
Convention m eant business they had better 
proceed. 
After several m inutes more of painful 
silence, Add. C. H inkson said if there was 
no one who desired to be the next Sheriff 
of Sacramento county, he would move that 
this order of business be passed. 
This brought John T. Carey to his feet, 
who said he was opposed to any such m o­ 
tion. H e wanted the Convention to nom ­ 
inate a full ticket, and in the order out­ 
lined. 
Hinkson, w ith the consent of his second, 
withdrew his motion. 
Carey then proceeded by saying that bis 
friend Stephenson, from Franklin, bad 
been alm ost petsuaded to stand in. 
He 
ought to stand in, for be would m ake a 
good Sheriff. 
H e placed him in nom ina­ 
tion. Some one from the First jumped to 
his feet, and moved that he be nom inated 
by acclamation. The Chair put the ques­ 
tion and it was carried unanim ously. 
All this tim e Stephenson was upon his 
feet protesting, but was not recognized by 
the Chair. H e was quite indignant anil 
accused the Chair of showing him disre­ 
spect by not recognizing him before the 
motion was put. 
The Chair assured Mr. Stephenson that 
no disrespect was intended, and added : 
“ You can decline now as well as you could 
before y o u were nom inated.” 
Mr. étephenson took the stand and read 
the Convention a severe lecture upon such 
a course of procedure. 
They should not 
nom inate men who would not accept nom ­ 
inations at their hands. The Convention, 
in his opinion, were using poor judgment 
indeed, and were injuring the Democratic 
party by placing men in nom ination who 
would not accept. 
Let the men speak for 
themselves, and, if they are not willing to 
go upon the ticket, tiien let them alone. 
1 te positively declined to be their candi­ 
date for Sheriff. 
W in. Torm y said : 
Mr. Chairm an, it ap­ 
pears there is no Democrat aspiring for 
that office. Let U3 let that office go bv de- 
faulf, and proceed to the next order of "busi­ 
ness. Carried. 


NO ONE WANTS TO 
BE DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
Tiie Chair announced that the next order 
of business would be the nom ination of a 
candidate for the office of District Attorney. 
John Rooney, of Brighton, took the floor, 
and placed in nom ination General John T. 
Carey. 
H e paid a high tribute to Carey's 
Democracy and eloquence, and said if they 
could net get a standard-bearer for Senator, 
they would have a standard-bearer in Carey 
as a candidate for District A ttorney. 
H e 
had been tried in that office, had a good 
record, and could carry the ticket through 
to victory in N ovember. 
John B. Taylor seconded the nomination, 
paying a high tribute to the ability, worth 
and integrity of General Carey. 
H e hoped 
th at after the able speeches m ade by Mr. 
Carey, trying to force men to accept nom i­ 
nations, he would not follow their example 
and decline. 
General Carey placed in nom ination 
W illiam A. Gett, whom he eulogized in the 
highest terms. 
Speaking of himself, he 
said lie had made arrangem ents to stum p 
the State in the interest of the State ticket, 
would be out of the county most of the 
tim e during the canvass, and lie conld not 
accept. H e had made a light for Attorney- 
General at the State Convention, had got 
left, and should decline a county nom ina­ 
tion. 
W illiam A. Gett arose and declined the 
p roffered honor. H c was too young a man 
for the position. 
H e would not accept un­ 
der any consideration. 
Ifc claimed that 
General Carey had no right to resign. 
H e 
was the man for the place ; the party 
needed his services in the cam paign; 
he 
would add strength to the ticket, and all 
that Mr. Carey had said relative to the 
standi ng-in of Cox for Senator and Ste­ 
phenson 
for Sheriff would apply with 
equal force to his own case. 
Add. C. H inkson said there was another 
rising young Democratic lawyer in the city 
who had not been named, so he placed J. 
W. H ughes in nom ination, highly eulo­ 
gizing his intellectual and legal attain­ 
ments. 
Mr. H ushes said lie, like Mr. Gett, was 
not willing to accept the laurels that prop­ 
erly belonged to Mr. Carey, so positively 
declined. 
lie said Carey ought to stand in, 
and was the last m an in tiie world who 
should decline at this time. 
General Carey said he did not know 
whether there were any more Democratic 
lawyers in the county or not. H e thonght 
there were. 
His declination was positive, 
and he thought the reasons giveu by him 
were valid. 
John Miller said he did not consider 
General Carey’s excuses valid, therefore lie 
would move that General Carey be nom i­ 
nated for District A ttorney by acclamation. 
The motion was put and carried, and Gen­ 
eral Carey declared the nom inee of the 
Convention. 
Carey was called for, and arising said lie 
had m any warm personal friends in the 
Convention, who bad known him from his 
boyhood, ond who knew that his Democ­ 
racy was unquestioned. 
H e did not be­ 
lieve they would ask him to undertake an 
impossibility. 
He bad laid liis plans for 
the campaign, and he could not and would 
not be a candidate. H e wanted to choose 
his own field of action; he had don » so, 
and 
would 
stay 
with 
his 
choice, 
and he knew lie would not get the support 
of the united Democracy were he to accept 
the nomination, and to be elected upon 
the Democratic ticket this fall would neces­ 
sitate bis getting more Republican votes 
than be did before, in order to be elected. 
He then referred to the fight between the 
“ Little Six” and "B ig Ten,” saying that 
he liad taken an active part in 
that 
fight, 
both here 
and 
in ■ the 
State 
Convention, 
and had estranged 
m any 
friends 
politically. 
H e 
had 
no 
anim osity personalty against any one—he 
had made the fight purely upon principle. 
A man prom inent in the fight between those 
two factions should not at this tim e go 
upon the ticket. 
H e waxed very warm, and evidently was 
trying to step upon some one’s toes, when 
he exclaimed, " There is som ething work- ( 
ing in this Convention—som ething that is 
not Democratic,” and spoke of some men 
as not being true to the party and its prin­ 
ciples. “ The eyes of the whole State are 
npon us to-day, the result of the State elec­ 
tion depends in a measure upon our ac­ 
tion. and the man who would slab it in the 
back is not a good Democrat—he is not a 
m an 
” 
John Rooney demanded to know if Ca­ 
rey's rem arks were intended for him . 
Carey replied that they were for any man 
whom they fit, although he made no per­ 
sonal allusions. 
Jerry Payne moved that Carey’s resigna­ 
tion he accepted, and it was carried. 
J. M. Stephenson said he had got about 
enough of this kind of work, and moved 
that the Convention adjourn sine die anti 
let the Central Committee nam e the ticket. 
Several delegates objected, and Stephen­ 
son withdrew his m otion. 


A CANDIDATE FOUND. 


The Chair announced that the next order 
of business was the selection of a candidate I 
for Auditor and Recorder. 
W. P. Truesdell, editor of the Folsom j 
Telejraph, placed in nom ination J. S. Mere-

t, so his ! 
ditli. Add. C. liinkson named John 
mingos. The latter was not present 
nam e was withdrawn. 
Dr. Manlove and John Roonev seconded 
the nom ination of Meredith, and in so 
doing took occasion to score Carey for some 
of iiis rem arks relative to traitors in camp. 
Rooney said it seemed strange that good 
Democrats were so backward about accept­ 
ing nominations, and if they could not get 
good men to stand in, then the best thing [ 
to do was to adjourn and go home. 
J. S. Meredith went upon the platform, 
paid liis five dollars, said he was no speaker, 
indorsed the platform, and retired. 
He was 
nom inated by acclamation. 


COUNTY TREASURER. 
T he next in order was the nom ination of 
a candidate for County Treasurer. 
Isadore Townsend placed in nom ination 
George F. llronner, seconded by L. B. Berek. 
Mr. llronner was not present. 
John T. Carey placed in nom ination E. 
Klebitz, who was also absent and could not 
resign if he so desired. 
Someone said 
they had heard that B runner would not ac­ 
cept if certain things transpired, which 
had conic to pass, hence liis nam e was 
w ithdraw n. E. Klebitz was then nom i­ 
nated by acclamation, and the general sup­ 
position was that he could be prevailed 
upon to accept. 


COUNTY CLERK. 
Nom inations for County Clerk were next 
called for, but no one either present or ab­ 
sent seemed to want the nom ination from 
the hands of the Convention. Some one 
suggested the nam e of Dr. Morrison, but 
“ Blucber ” said he.had no political aspira­ 
tions. 
His practice would be seriously 
interfered with, and be would not m ake 
the sacrifice. H e m ost respectfully de­ 
clined. 
No one wanted it, so it was passed. 


FUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR. 
W hen this order of business was called 
there was another Jong pause, and just as 
it was about to bé passed General Carey 
got up and commenced m aking a facetious 
speech, talking about “ graveyards yaw n­ 
ing,” etc. He liad made a m istake. H e 
thought the order of business was the 
nom ination of a Coroner. 
He corrected 
himself, and said there was but little differ­ 
ence between them —one sat npon the 
cadaver and the other got av ay with w hat­ 
ever the cadaver left. 
He D arn ed for Pub­ 
lic A dm inistrator George F. Bronner. 
Mr. 
Bronner was not present, but the Conven­ 
tion took chances upon his accepting, so 
nom inated him by acclamation. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF 
PUBLIC 
INSTRUCTION. 
W hen this order of business was reached 
J. M. Stephenson said he had a live man. 
a county man, for the position ; a stanch 
D em ocrat; a successful teacher; a m en 
every way eminently qualified for the po­ 
sition. 
ffe placed in nom ination Professor 
W. L. W illis. 
[Applause.] 
Erskine Greer 
seconded the nom ination, and there being 
no opposing candidate, Pjofessor W illis 
was nom inated by acclamation. 
Mr. W illis appeared upon the platform 
and made one of the best speeches of the 
Convention. 
H is had been a life devoted 
to his chosen profession, and if elected he 
pledged him self to devote all liis tim e and 
ability to the advancem ent of the public 
schools of the county. 


COUNTY CORONER. 
F or this im portant office Add C. H iuk- 
son placed in nom ination the well-known 
hack driver Frank Thompson, whom he 
eulogized in the highest term s as a man of 
worth, probity aiid integrity, a sterling 
Democrat, and a gentlem an who, if elect­ 
ed, would discharge the duties of his office 
with honor to him self and credit to his 
constituency. There wa3 no opposition to 
Mr. Thompson. H e was not present, and 
the Convention, thinking he wonld have 
no objection to the acceptance of a position 
on the ticket, nom inated him by acclam­ 
ation. 
COUNTY SURVEYOR. 
For County Surveyor there was no one 
present who wanted the office. 
J. M. 
Stephenson said that A. G. W inn liau often 
run for the office, and conld stand defeat 
better than any man of his acquaintance, 
therefore he would offer him as a sacrifice. 
There being no opposition, it was so ordered 
by acclam ation. 
SUPERVISORS. 
The delegates from the Fifth Supervisor 
District reported that they had selected as 
a candidate for Supervisor from that dis­ 
trict H . Z. Ross, and the nom ination was 
ratified. 
The delegates from the First Supervisor 
District reported the selection of Michael 
Fay for Supervisor from that district, and 
their selection was ratified. 
Mr. Fay was called out, and in a brief 
speech thanked the Convention for the 
nom ination. 
H e said ; “ I will promise 
to work faithfully for that office, and if you 
will give me your undivided support 1 will 
be elected.” 
A resolution was adopted indorsing the 
Ercnina Star as the oficial organ of the 
Democracy of Sacramento county. 
A resolution was adopted directing the 
Secretaries to turn over all the moneys col­ 
lected to the Chairman of the Comity Cen­ 
tral Committee, who will see to the pay­ 
m ent and auditing of all bills. 
Add. C. H inkson moved that the County 
Central Committee be authorized and di­ 
rected to lili all vacancies now existing 
upon t'ne ticket, or that may hereafter occur.

Glancing at the 
clock, he added;

The Convention then adjourned sine die.

The city delegates imm ediately organ­ 
ized, witii Add.

Robert Allen offered a resolution tli.'.t 
each candidate be compelled to come be­ 
fore the Convention, indorse the platform 
and declare that lie will stand by the de­ 
cision of the Convention. 
Adopted. 
George W . Nichols then took the floor, 
and said he was going to nom inate “ a 
m an.” 
H e spoke for three-quarters of an 
hour about " a man ” who possessed all the 
good qualities in a m arked degree; “ a 
m an ” who would “ m ount the police;" “ a 
m an ” who would bring about unheard of 
changes in the police force; 11 a man ” who 
would look out for the up-towu taxpayers : 
“ a m an,” etc., etc.; “ a m a n ”— [Cries of, 
“ Oh, sit dow n!’’ 
"W h o is yonr m an?” 
“ Give us a rest,” etc.] 
Nichols .would not 
be sat upon, and finally got through liis "a 
m an,” who turned out to be Judge G allo-j 
way. 
[Im m ense applause.] 
E. D. Shirland seconded the nom ination, i 
J. C. Kelly said he was about to name a i 
gentleman who had not authorized him to 
do so. 
Dick Singleton (in a high key)—Don’t do 
it, then. 
Mr. Kelly—I am a deieeate upon the 
floor of this Convention. I claim m y rights 
as such, and propose to assert them . 
We 
have a man who has run around the 
ring two £>r 
three times who has al­ 
ways 
won, and I 
don’t 
believe 
in 
putting a winning horse in the stable. 
I place in nom ination the man whom you 
all should support, Wilson A. H enry, "the 
present incum bent. 
[Applause.] 
It is not 
consistent with true Democracy to sit down 
npon a m an in Convention for personal 
reasons. 
It is a duty we owe the Democ­ 
racy to nom inate him . and his nom ination 
is equivalent to his election. Judge H enry 
could not m ake every m an a policeman. 
H e must, necessarily, thw art the am bition 
of some, and for such he should not be 
slaughtered. 
W m , Gutcnberger w arm ly indorsed the 
nom ination of Judge Henry". 
Judge Galloway was called upon fo ra 
speech, took the stand, gave a sketch of 
his life, and a history of Democracy. 
Dick Singleton said, rather excitedly, 
th at he had heard Jndge H enry had de­ 
cided to run as an independent candidate if 
he did not get this nom ination. 
I’eter R laherty said he was in favor of 
Judge H enry. The party owed him the 
nom ination. 
He had been creditablv in­ 
formed that J udge H enry would abitfe by 
the decision of the Convention. 
Iioud calls were m ade for Henry, but be 
was not present. 
Some one 
moved that, inasmuch as ( 
H enry was not present in accordance with 


the resolution adopted, Galloway was the 
only one in nomination, aud moved th at 
he be elected by acclamation. 
This brought Thomas Dwyer to bis feet, 
who denounced such action in the strong­ 
est terms. 
It was unfair, unjust and un­ 
Democratic. 
it that had been the rule in 
the County Convention, Cox nor Curtis 
would not have been nom inated, neither 
would Brnr.ner. KltoiL, Johnson or W inn. 
It was an absurd attempt at bulldozing. H e 
believed in giving all a square deal.

They had 
worked almost solidly for Galloway. T he 
up town wards, which supported Judge 
H enry, retired in disgust, m uttering all 
kinds of imprecations against a party or 
set of men who would resort to sucli m eth­ 
ods to defeat a man sim ply because he 
closed hokey-pokey games in a conscien­ 
tious performance of his duties. " We will 
teach him to let gambling alone, and not 
try to enforce laws th at are dead letters,” 
was said by one of the delegates, who not 
long since was interested in a “ hokey- 
pokey game ” that was taken in.

REPEATING A LIE. 


The Sacramento Democratic Convention 
has trailed along in the slime and mud of 
the late Democratic State Convention, and 
given its indorsement to the lie of that 
body in denominating the 
Burlingame 
treaty the “ Burlingameihvift treaty.” E. 
I). Shirland, Mark Foster, J. C. Kelly, E. 
Greer and J . M. Stevenson accept the 
fatherhood of the platform, being the com­ 
m ittee that reported it. 
These gentlemen, 
and every one of them know that, the term 
used to designate the Burlingame treaty 
conveys a false impression; that’ to the 
ignorant mind, the uninformed and the 
prejudiced, it imparts the false intelli- 
gencs, that a man by the name of Burlin­ 
game and another by the name of Swift— 
now a candidate for Governor—together 
acting, made and reported a treaty with 
China for the I’nited States which, being 
confirmed, is now obnoxious to the people 
and should lie abrogated, and that bitter 
reproach attaches to these two persons for 
negotiating such a damaging convention 
with a foreign power. 
Yet, each one of these gentlemen delib­ 
erately signed his name to this false report. 
W hy ? Because he assumes that a political 
lie is pardonable; that in politics all is 
fair to secure the triumph of party. 
Yet 
neither o f these gentlemen in private life 
would lie guilty of any such infamies. We 
believe they have been led into this un­ 
manly thing by a false, dangerons and 
demoralizing code of political ethics un­ 
happily generally accepted. 
These remarks apply with equal force to 
every man who voted for the adoption of 
the platform, and to every candidate who 
went upon the stand and indorsed it, or 
who shall do so hereafter. 
Away back in 1808 the Burlingame 
treaty was made. 
John F. Swift had 
nothing in the worid to do with it, or 
about it. 
Thirteen years thereafter three 
citizens—Angelí, of Michigan; Trescott, 
of South Carolina, and Swift, of Califor­ 
nia—were sent out to China to secure such 
modification of the Burlingame treaty as 
they could, in order to permit of the pas­ 
sage oí restriction laws hv us that would 
not lie held in violation of treaty obliga­ 
tions. 
Mr. Swift believes that, had the 
other two been as jiersistent and radically 
anti-Chinese as he, a great deal larger 
hole could have been made in the Bur­ 
lingame treaty. 
That is the history, in 
brief, of the matter. 
It would be just as much a lie, just as 
infamous, to speak of the Burlingame- 
Trescott treaty as to speak of the Bur­ 
lingame-Swift treaty. 
Mr. Trescott is a 
Democrat— a dyed-in-the-wool Democrat. 
The Sacramento Convention does not at­ 
tach his name to tlie new and false 
hyphenated 
designation 
of 
a 
treaty. 
W hy ? 
Is it because Mr. Trescott is a 
Democrat? 
If so, then it is a damaging 
confession to conceal him behind Mr. 
Swift, his 1 Republican colleague. 
But, in 
either case, it would lie false, insiueere, 
mean 
and unmanly. 
Neither Angelí, 
Trescott nor Swift had anything to do with 
the Burlingame treaty. 
They were sepa­ 
rated from it by nearly fourteen years of 
time—a tremendous passage in the life o f 
an active man. 
Now, in the face of these facts can any 
self-respecting man indorse the lie oí the 
State and Saci amento Democratic plat­ 
forms ? 
IIow, in the face of the parallel 
facts we give below, can they claim to 
their fellow-citizens that there is a differ­ 
ence tictween honesty in the man in po­ 
litical action and honesty in the man in 
every day concerns ?

A M EXICAN VOLCANO STARTS U P. 
C ity ok M exico, September 29th.—Re­ 
ports from all over the republic show that 
everywhere heavy rains have fallen, doing 
great good in forwarding crops. In this 
city the rains have Hooded the streets in 
m any places, necessitating the use of fire- 
engines to puntp out stores. The predicted 
earthquake did not take place, but the vol­ 
cano of Colima is again in a state of erup­ 
tion.

The comm unity feels greatly relieved that 
there were no shocks to-day, and within 
another week, if there areno severe shocks, 
the city will have resumed its norm al con­ 
dition.

The forces th at 
create th e earthquake w ill cause a great storm, 
w ith higli tides, both in the north and south At­ 
lantic. on W ednesday next, w hich, how ever, 
will not he felt iu 40° o f th e equator.

RELIEVED FROM A STATE OF TERROR. 
Atlanta. September 29th.—A half-m ill­ 
ion people in Georgia, South Carolina, 
Florida and Alabama sat up all night 
watching for Wiggins’ earthquake. A n­ 
other lmlf-million rose at daylight to scan 
theskiesand see if the predicted cyclones 
were coming. Probably at no tim e since 
the war has flic excitement been so general 
throughout the South Atlantic and Gulf 
States as within the last week. The day

By 
m idnight the storm had passed away, anil 
the stars began peeping out. Three weeks 
prior to the Wiggins prediction a num ber 
of colored prophets, or “ voodoo” men and 
women, went about among the negroes of 
this State predicting a total destruction of 
the earth on September 29th. 
Perhaps W iggins Know?, 
W ashington, September 29th.— It is 
taken for granted by the Treasury officials 
that Secretary Manning will resume his 
duties at that D epartm ent within a few 
days. 
Nothing has been heard directly 
from the Secretary beyond the fact that liis 
health is not sufficiently restored to enable 
him to actively perform the duties of the 
oflice. Mr. M anning is expected back here 
between the 1st and 15th of October, and 
the President is anxious that he shall re­ 
turn as soon as possible.

“ The dynam ite offense 
committed at Chicago has awakened ane w 
in the hearts of native-born Americans a 
loud prejudice against naturalized citizens 
of German descent. 
We are charged with 
the crime of im porting anarchism . 
We 
are under the suspicion of being hostile to 
the free institutions of the United States, 
and there exists a strong propensity to de­ 
stroy, or at least to diminish, in large pro­ 
portion, the soeial and political influence 
which Germans have finally succeeded in 
gaining after a hard struggle. 
It is our in­ 
tention to counteract that prejudice. The 
duty is devolved upon us to prove that the 
accusations made are groundless. This we 
can only do by taking an active part in 
political life, and by m aking a wise use of 
our rights of voting.” 
C arson M int to O pen 
Washington, September 29th.—Acting 
Secretary Fairchild lias authorized the re­ 
opening of the Mint at Carson City, Nev., 
as an assay office for the receipt of deposits 
of bullion. This action was taken on the 
recommendation of the Director of the 
M int and with the full approval of the 
President. 
It is intended as an experi­ 
ment, as it is said to the Departm ent that 
it is doubtful whether the deposits at the 
Mint will warrant even its being conducted 
as an assay office. 
Its future operation as a 
coinage M int will depend altogether upon 
the extent of its deposits. 
The Doomed American. 
W ashington, September 29th.—Spronle, 
the American who was convicted of m urder 
in British Columbia, and whose sentence of 
death was suspended pending an appeal to 
the Courts of Ottawa, and afterwards to the 
Privy Court of Great Britain, will probably 
he executed on the 1st of October, the date 
to which he was respited. The State De­ 
partm ent has exerted itself in his behalf, 
but has to-day been informed from London 
that the representations on Sproule's be­ 
half have not been considered sufficiently 
weighty to overturn the verdict or longer 
postpone sentence.

LOCAL JNTELUGENCÉ. 


H enry A. A rrested. 
James H. Sullivan, who had a war with 
Henry A. Caullield on Tuesday, evidently 
concluded that if the latter wouldn't take 
the matter into Court lie would, and yes­ 
terday morning swore out a warrant charg­ 
ing Caulfield with an assault to murder. 
Subsequently, while 'he latter was standing 
at Fourth and K streets, he was approached 
by officer Sullivan, who said : “ Henry, 
old boy, how are von? Hunt up a couple 
of bondsmen.” Henry pushed his illaine 
hat back upon his head, firmly braced him­ 
self with his cane, and, in a half-inquiring, 
half-puzzled tone.inquired : “ What in the 
divil would a gentleman like meself be 
after doing win a couple of bondsmen?” 
“ Why, to bail you out,’ answered the 
officer. “ I have a warrant for your arrest 
for assault to murder.” Henry remained 
silent a moment, then snapped his eyes, 
and said : “ And who is it, begorra, that is 
after disturbing a gentleman on the street 
by having him locked up for assault to 
murder?” “ Mr. Sullivan,” was the reply. 
“ Och, the thieving spalpane !” ejaculated 
the aroused patriot. “ Sure, can’t a man 
be daccntly shot at wiihout being arrested 
for it? Did any of yees hear the likes of it 
before? He’s had me arrested? Begorra, 
it's meself that ought to be having the old 
divil collared I” So saying, he betook him­ 
self to hunting up the bondsmen, and soon 
got them. 
C otton-G row ing in Sacram ento. 
It is probably easy of demonstration, if, 
indeed, the fact is not already fully_estab- 
lished, that the Sacramento valley is a nat­ 
ural home of the cotton plant. Cotton- 
growing has been for some time successfully 
carried on in the San Joaquin valley, but 
for some reason has not received attention, 
nor been tried to any considerable extent 
in the Sacramento. S. II. Gerrish, of this 
city, received last winter some cotton seed 
from a gentleman who resides in New Or­ 
leans, but when spring came he did not 
think to plant it until May. He then put 
a few seeds iuto the ground at the rear of 
his residence on G street. He irrigated the 
place occasionally for about a month, as it 
was so late when planted, but has not irri­ 
gated the ground since early in June. The 
plants now stand nearly eight feet in bight, 
and are a wonder to those familiar with the 
sight of cotton-fields, as the ordinary higlit 
of the cotton plant is from three to four 
feet. The plants are well loaded with balls, 
which are large and excellently filled, indi­ 
cating a heavy ratable yield and fine staple 
Each succeeding season forcibly impresses 
the fact that the people of Central Califor­ 
nia have as yet but little conception of the 
variety and extent of products that may be 
here successfully grown. 
D eclines the H onor. 
Senator Routier cailed at the R ecord- 
Uniok office yesterday and stated that he 
observes his name published as his having 
been nominated for State Treasurer on the 
Labor party's ticket. He desired to state 
that while lie is anti-Chinese and the friend 
of labor, his name had been used by the 
Labor party without his knowledge or con­ 
sent, and that he positively declines the so- 
called nomination.- He says he is entirely 
opposed to multiplying parties upon this 
issue, as both of the great parties are openly 
anti-Chinese, and acceptable candidates 
should be found within them. In this con­ 
nection it may also be stated that Mr. Rou- 
tieur was a delegate to the late Republican 
Convention of Sacramento county, and says 
he will stand by the ticket he helped to 
nominate. 
D eath from Strangulation.—Yesterday 
morning John A. Bell, aged about 25 
years, died at the residence of his father, 
N street, between Seventeenth and Eigh­ 
teenth. It appears that the young man has 
been subject to epileptic fits, and for that 
reason was rarely lost sight of. Yesterday 
forenoon he went to one of the outbuild­ 
ings. and, not returning soon, was looked 
after, and found lying dead on the floor, 
lie having evidently had an attack of the 
disease, and fallen in such a manner that 
his head was forced under him to an ex­ 
tent rendering it impossible for him to 
breathe, and death resulted from suffoca­ 
tion. Coroner Clark was notified, but, 
after learning the facts, decided that an in­ 
quest was unnecessary. 
Tin: Y osem ite H o te l.—The hotel in 
Yosemite valley, lor the construction of 
which an appropriation was made at the 
last session of the Legislature (not the 
water-logged session), is being quile rapidly 
put forward by the contractors—Carle A 
Croly, of this city. The building is al­ 
ready up and well advanced. H. Weaver, 
the "stone sidewalk artist of Sacramento, 
leaves to-day for the valley to construct the 
chimneys. They are to be of concrete, or 
artificial stone, and these will be six in 
number and sixty feet in liight. It is the 
intention of the contractors to have the 
building entirely inclosed and protected 
from storms before the winter sets in. 
E xf.cctive Clemency.—Governor Stone- 
man yesterday commuted the sentence of 
George C. Gottung—convicted of man­ 
slaughter in San Francisco, in 1879, and 
sentenced to ten years' imprisonment—to 
six and one-half years, because of valu­ 
able services rendered the State, Gottung 
having extinguished a fire at the prison, 
which otherwise would have destroyed 
much valuable properly. The Governor 
has also pardoned Charles Paul, convicted 
of grand larceny in San Francisco in 1885. 
and sentenced to six years. A number of 
officials—including the District Attorney 
who prosecuted, the trial Judge, etc.—pe­ 
titioned for the pardon. 
An Escheated E state.—John Elliott 
McDougall and others, claiming to be 
heirs of Daniel McDougall, who died in 
Colusa county in May, 1881, leaving an 
estate estimated at about Í 10,000, of which 
$10,097 iXi was subsequently escheated to 
theState, no heirs appearing, were before 
Judge Van Fleet yesterday in proceedings 
looking to the recovery of the escheated 
money. John M. Harrington, of Colusa, 
acted "as attorney for the petitioners, and 
Deputy Attorney-General Marshall for the 
State. The case was partially heard and 
submitted, with lc-ave to tile certain docu­ 
mentary evidence when it is secured.

THE CONGREGATIONALISTS. 
A nnual M eeting of the State A ssociation 
a t W oodlam l. 
The annual meeting of the State Asso­ 
ciation of Congregational Chnrches was 
commenced on Tuesday afternoon at W ood- 
land. The attendance, already good, was 
considerably increased by fresh arrivals oil 
Tuesday evening. 
Rev. Mr. Willett, of 
Santa Cruz, delivered the sermon on that 
evening, upon “ The Marvels of Our 
Faith—Their I’roruise and Potency.” 
Wednesday morning there was a full at­ 
tendance, and, after prayer and the usual 
reading of the minutes, the Committee on 
the Roll reported for membership in the 
association Ilevs. L. Y. Mason, W. F. Fur­ 
man, George B. Allen and C. L. Corwin, 
and the same was approved. 
A very interesting paper on State evan­ 
gelization was read by the Rev. N. W. 
Lane, of Lodi, The plan proposes the em­ 
ployment of evangelists for special work 
in the churches. The paper was followed 
bv an earnest discussion, participated in by 
Revs. Pond, Tubbs. Vail and Cross. Dur­ 
ing the discussion letters were read from 
Massachusetts and Illinois, giving details 
and enlarging upon the importance 
and advantages of this work, and its suc­ 
cess in those States. 
Rev. Dr. Holbrook moved the reference 
of the subject to the Executive Committee 
of the California Home Missionary Society, 
counseling the employment of one or more 
persons for this work. The motion was 
unanimously carried. It is understood that 
the committee is quite favorable to this 
enterprise, and in anticipation of the action 
of the Association, have already been 
planning for the work. It is thought, 
however, the subject, from its importance, 
may yet further engage the attention of the 
Association before the close of. the session. 
The report of the Permanent Committee 
on Temperance Wrork in the Denomina­ 
tion, was presented by Rev. J. Rowell, and 
after considerable discussion upon the plan 
proposed in the report, was referred back 
to the committee for revision, the plan pro­ 
posed not being generally acceptable to the 
Association. 
The afternoon session was introduced by 
Dr. Benton, who spoke of the work anil 
the opportunities of the Pacific Theological 
Seminary. He spoke very earnestly and 
eloquently, and called attention to the 
needs of the new library. Mr. Jewett fol­ 
lowed him briefly upon the subject of the 
Hopkins Academy; speaking of it as the 
school for the children of Congregational- 
ists especially, and recommending it to the 
earnest support of lhat denomination. 
Mr. Benton then took up “ Cur Educa­ 
tional Work,” and the place the Academy 
and Theological Seminary occupied, dwell­ 
ing earnestly upon the "importance of a 
thorough Christian education. He spoke 
more spiritedly thau he has generally been 
known to do. 
After this came the report of Dr. Bar­ 
rows, on the “ Christian Training of the 
Young.' The subject was the “ Proprie­ 
ties of Christian Endeavor.” He read a 
very earnest and thoughtful paper, at the 
close of which he recommended the ap­ 
pointment ot a Committee on Correspond­ 
ence and Organization, with power to call 
a State Convention, composed of delegates 
from the Christian Endeavor Societies, to 
meet previous to the next Annual Associa­ 
tion.The address was followed by a very ear­ 
nest discussion by Revs. Hill of San Jose, 
Rave of Oakland. Marty of Petaluma, Belt 
of Woodland, Wyckofi" of Green Valley, 
Clark of San Francisco and Holbrook of 
Oakland. 
A resolution to appoint such committee 
finally passed. 
Then followed the subject of “ Foreign 
Missions,” introduced by Willey, of Be­ 
nicia, who was followed by Prof. Moore, of 
Oakland, and was closed by Scudder, of 
Oakland. All the addresses were earnest, 
and called for making San Francisco the 
great missionary city of the Pacific coast, 
with a missionary house and a point of de­ 
parture for all missions in the Orient, and 
where the Morning Star should receive ils 
supplies. They hoped in this same line to 
make Seminary Hill, in Oakland, become 
to San Francisco and the Pacific coast what 
Andover is to the Atlantic coast and Bos­ 
ton.After this, Mr. Mathieu. of Stockton, ad­ 
dressed the association on behalf of the 
conversion of the Jew’s, making a very 
worthy and spirited address. 
On account of the presence with the As­ 
sociation of General Howard, a resolution 
was passed inviting Stuart Post, G. A. R. 
and Relief Corps, and Company F, First 
Artillery, to altcnd the meeting to-morrow 
night, when General Howard will deliver 
an address. 
During the afternoon the time was twice 
extended half an hour each, upon topics 
under discussion, and the addresses were 
frequently interrupted by applause.

The State School Text-B ooks. 
Eds. R ecord U nion : The question of 
State text-books for the public schools is a 
very important one, and every candidate 
for a school office should define his posi­ 
tion on that subject. 
In 1882 I publicly 
announced my belief that “ the Stale 
should publish the text-books and furnish 
them to the children at cost.” I voted for 
the amendment to the Constitution provid­ 
ing for such publication, and I have been 
in favor of it ever since. 
If I am elected 
to the office of State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction I shall cordially do 
everything in my power to carry out the 
intent and spirit of the law regarding State 
text-books. The State Board of Education 
has announced the prices of the State series 
of readers, which are less Ilian one-halt the 
prices paid for readers iieretofore. and it is 
fair to suppose that the same reduction 
will extend to other books. 
I am now of 
the opinion that it would be still better for 
the Stale to furnish text-books for every 
child in the public schools free of cost to 
their parents. The adoption of such a plan 
would, in my judgment, still further and 
materially re luce the total cost of text­ 
books to the people of the State. Children 
would be taught to care for the property of 
the State, under penalty of being obliged to 
replace books destroyed or lost by them, 
and the books handed down from one class 
to another would last much longer because 
better cared for. Massachusetts has adopted 
the “ free text-book” plan with great suc­ 
cess. and there is no good reason why we 
should not do the same in California. Very 
respectfully.

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning ou tbe fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the Slate of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroRds, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its

section, is hereby declared to include mone.vs, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public si‘h«B»ls, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this ¿tute, or any eonnty or 
municipal corporalk*n within this State, shall 
Vie exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
froit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
a* sessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
proi'idcd further, that ruilnw ls shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten of this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature mav pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled In 
this State, or may tax írach ships and vessels ou 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem t tx. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona &ie residents of this State. 
Double taxation iu any fonn is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law,require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver , 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop- 
ertv. real aud peisonal. exe> pt railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, ot twelve o’clock meridian on the 
Hist Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, iu the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
theState Treasurer an annual tax of two aud 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be iu lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon ruch prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
& 
receding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
efore the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
Fir Ft- The gToss earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wnolly 
within this State. 
Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this .vate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other 8; a es or Territo- 
rie«s in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used iu making such earnings, bears towhe 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use ol 
which such earnings have been made. The pith 
portion of interstate namings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtainec 
shall be taken aud deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of thif 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this Htate, 
ail railroads operated as one sys’em shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad i> 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing cr refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes

provided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the 1 ax Collect >r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. A11 such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, iu advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions F.hall have been finally decided. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax Iieretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or auy penalty iieretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac* 
ccouut of any such assessment, tax, iuterest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the ad op* ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
chall remain in lull force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 
Now, T h e r e f o r e , pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act ol the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Propound Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors lor their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1883,” the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, b.r

qualified electors of the St ate on 
Taesday, Nofember 2,1886, 


The amendment is designated 11 Amendment 
Number One,” and tbe b a llo ts used at such 
election mnst contain the words. ' FOR THE
